The  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  has,  during  1905,  acted 
very  well,  but  I feel  certain  there  are  a good  many  cases  in  our 
district  that  would  benefit  by  notification.  I cannot  do  more  than 
advise  you  to  adopt  the  Compulsory  Notification  and  the  early 
detection  of  the  disease,  and  arrangements  made  to  have  cases  that 
promise  well  removed  at  once  to  a Sanatorium.  In  most  other 
boroughs  and  districts  the  voluntary  notification  of  this  disease  has 
not  proved  very  successful,  and  Compulsory  Notification  has  in  turn 
been  adopted.  During  the  year,  the  workmen  in  various  yards  in 
Hebburn,  have  decided  to  contribute  to  the  Stanhope  Sanatorium : 
this,  I must  say,  is  a decided  step  in  the  right  direction  to  combating 
such  a disease.  Since,  cases  can  be  sent  to  gain  the  advantages  of 
the  Sanitorium.  Cases  from  our  district  have  so  far  proved  success- 
ful with  the  treatment. 
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I understand  that  shortly  a meeting  is  to  take  place  between 
the  Poor  Law  Unions  and  the  various  Councils  in  the  County  of 
Durham,  to  consider  the  provision  of  a Sanitorium  for  the  beneficial 
treatment  of  the  consumptives  who  become  chargeable  to  the 
Unions,  whether  curable  or  otherwise.  This,  in  my  opinion,  will 
prove  beneficial  throughout  the  County.  It  has  my  earnest  support. 

Cases  of  Phthisis  that  are  too  advanced  to  derive  any  benefit 
from  Sanatorium  treatment,  and  must  remain  at  home,  are  supplied 
with  printed  instructions  and  disinfectants,  and  isolated  as  much  as 
possible  from  the  rest  of  the  family. 

Last  year,  I drew  my  Council’s  attention  to  the  loitering  about 
the  various  street  corners  of  gangs  of  men  who  adhere  to  the  filthy 
habit  of  expectorating  on  the  pavement,  and  should  any  of  them  be 
suffering  from  the  disease,  as  soon  as  the  sputum  (spit)  dries  the 
disease  is  disseminated,  that  is,  the  tubercle  bacilli  which  causes 
the  disease  is  carried  by  draughts  and  slight  breezes,  becomes  air- 
borne, and  should  perchance  in  its  course  it  find  a suitable  nidus, 
the  disease  takes  root  and  goes  on  spreading.

I have  also  taken  the  precaution  of  disinfecting  the  rooms  and 
bedding,  etc.,  on  becoming  aware  of  the  death  of  a patient ; the 
ordinary  precautions  for  disinfecting  are  what  I adopt.

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PART  II.

There  were  205  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during 
the  year  (see  Table  III)  as  compared  with  321  cases  notified  in 
1904. 

Of  the  cases  notified  68  were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the 
Isolation  Hospitals.  This  represents  33*1  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  notified,  as  compared  with  48^2  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  notified  in  1904.

First  Quarter. 

During  the  ist  Quarter,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding 
table,  there  were  41  cases  notified  as  compared  with  156  cases 
notified  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  Of  the  41 
cases  notified  17  were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  cases  consisted  of  Small  Pox  13,  Scarlet  Fever 
11,  Typhoid  1,  Erysipilas  1,  Chicken  Pox  7,  and  Phthisis  8. 

Second  Quarter. 

During  the  2nd  Quarter,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding 
table,  there  were  71  cases  notified,  as  compared  with  90  case's 
notified  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  Of  the  71 
cases  notified  7 were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  cases  consisted  of  Small  Pox  3,  Scarlet  Fever 
9,  Typhoid  2,  Erysipelas  2,  Chicken  Pox  (Varicella)  45, 
Phthisis  10. 

Third  Quarter. 

During  the  3rd  Quarter,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding 
table,  there  were  44  cases  notified,  as  compared  with  36  cases 
notified  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year,  and  of  the  44 
cases  notified  26  cases  were  removed  and  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  cases  consisted  of  Scarlet  Fever  22,  Diphtheria 
2,  Typhoid  12,  Erysipelas  4,  Phthisis  2,  Chicken  Pox 
(Varicella)  2. 
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Fourth  Quarter. 

During  the  4th  Quarter,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding 
table,  there  were  70  cases  notified,  as  compared  with  39  cases 
notified  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year,  and  of  the  70 
cases  notified,  18  were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  cases  consisted  of  Scarlet  Fever  10,  Diphtheria 
1,  Typhoid  11,  Puerperal  Fever  2,  Erysipelas  5,  Chicken  Pox 
(Varicella)  40,  Phthisis  1. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  53  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  131  cases  notified  in  1904.  The  cases  notified 
from  each  locality  were  : —

Of  the  53  cases  notified,  33  or  62*4  per  cent  were  removed 
to  and  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  remaining  20 
or  37*6  per  cent  treated  at  their  houses.  As  will  be  seen  from 
the  preceding  tables,  the  disease  was  more  or  less  prevalent 
throughout  the  year,  the  1st  and  3rd  quarters  being  the 
heaviest.  They  occurred  as  follows : — 12  cases  in  the  1st 
quarter,  g in  the  2nd  quarter,  22  in  the  3rd  quarter,  and  10  in 
the  4th  quarter. 

There  was  one  death  from  this  disease  in  the  Quay. 

Small  Pox. 

There  were  16  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  as  compared 
with  46  cases  notified  in  1904,  and  13  cases  in  1903.  15  of  the 

cases  notified  were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital,  the  remaining  one  was  left  at  home  and  kept  under 
observation  and  quarantined,  it  being  a mild  case  and  had 
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practically  recovered  before  it  was  detected.  The  cases

Of  the  cases  notified  20  were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  this  disease. 

In  ascertaining  the  cause  of  this  disease,  I invariably  found 
the  premises  in  a dirty  and  filthy  condition  with  foul  sinks  and 
dirty  surroundings.  2 cases  I traced  to  having  eaten  contamin- 
ated food,  indirectly  from  the  same  cases  I accounted  for  other 
4 cases,  making  6 cases  in  all. 

I cannot  but  add  that  much  depends  upon  the  inhabitants 
themselves,  that  is,  certain  classes  who  invariably  occupy  new 
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and  sanitary  houses,  and  in  a short  time  due  to  filthy  and  lazy 
habits,  turn  them  into  insanitary  houses,  suitable  places  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  germs  of  Typhoid  Fever.  The  only  remedy 
for  such  is  to  note  the  names  of  occupants  and  visit  them 
periodically,  urging  upon  them  to  keep  their  houses  and 
surroundings  in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

This  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  3rd  and  4th  quarter. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  3 cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  6 cases  notified  in  1904.  The  cases  in  each 
instance  were  of  a mild  nature,  and  permitted  to  remain  at 
home.  They  occurred  one  in  each  locality.  There  was  one 
death  in  the  Colliery ; as  to  the  cause  ot  this  disease  I found  no 
trace  ; the  dwellings  in  each  case  were  clean  and  in  a perfectly 
sanitary  condition.  Milk  supply  good  and  the  water  good,  and 
used  by  all  in  the  district. 

Membranous  Croup. 

There  were  no  cases. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

There  were  2 cases  of  this  disease  notified,  as  compared 
with  2 cases  notified  in  1904.  The  cases  occurred — 1 in  the 
Quay  and  1 in  the  Colliery.  There  were  no  deaths.  Usual 
causes : dirty  houses  and  surroundings  aggravated  by  laziness 
and  poverty. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  11  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  as  compared 
with  25  cases  notified  in  1904.  They  occurred  as  follows : —

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Measles. 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  during  the  middle  of 
the  year — June,  July,  particularly  in  the  Colliery,  which 
compares  with  an  epidemic  throughout  the  district  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 

Closing  of  Schools. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  prevalence  of  this  disease  in 
the  Colliery,  and  the  lowering  of  the  percentage  of  attendances 
at  the  Schools,  I urged  my  Council  to  close  all  the  Schools  in 
that  district  (Colliery).  In  due  course  the  Educational  Com- 
mittee were  acquainted,  and  on  June  15th,  the  Schools  were 
closed  for  a month ; the  result  being  beneficial  in  checking  a 
further  spreading  of  the  disease.  During  the  vacation  the 
Schools  were  well  aired,  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

Whooping  Cough  (Pertussis). 

There  was  quite  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  throughout  the 
whole  district,  particularly  in  the  Quay  and  New  Town. 
During  the  2nd  and  3rd  quarters  of  the  year  and  during  the 
last  quarter,  the  Colliery  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
it  was  epidemic  during  the  3rd  and  4th  quarters. 

There  were  20  deaths  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
13  deaths  the  previous  year.  They  occurred  as  follows  : —

Notification : Chicken  Pox  was  added  to  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  on  March  25th,  1903,  on  account  of  its  close 
resemblance  to  Small  Pox,  which  was  then  prevalent  in  our 
district.  In  December,  1905,  the  district  having  remained  free 
from  Small  Pox  for  some  months,  the  Council  deemed  it 
unnecessary  to  continue  further  notifications,  and  on  December 
31st,  1905,  further  notifications  ceased — Chicken  Pox  being  no 
longer  on  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 

Measures  taken  for 

Preventing  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Every  case  notified  as  in  previous  years,  was  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  when  necessary  by  myself.  Each  dwelling 
was  inspected  as  to  its  sanitary  condition,  and  when  deemed 
necessary  the  drains  tested  by  the  usual  methods.  Printed  in- 
structions and  disinfectants  were  supplied  to  each  infected  house. 
Disinfectants  generally  used  are  Izal,  Eukotas,  Thymo-creolin  Fluid 
and  Powder,  Carbolic  Acid,  Chloride  of  Lime.  During  the  period 
of  isolation  the  patients  are  periodically  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  myself  to  see  that  every  precaution  is  being  taken  and 
the  instructions  being  fully  carried  out.  Non-notifiable  diseases  are 
frequently  supplied  with  disinfectants,  etc.,  and  by  the  discovery  of 
these  cases  we  have  the  co-operation  of  the  School  Board  Officials 
and  Vaccination  Officer.  The  School  Board  Officials  in  our  district 
deserve  every  thanks  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they  endeavour 
to  assist  us  in  keeping  down  epidemic  diseases — Scarlet  Fever, 
Measles,  etc.  We  have  adopted  a system  whereby  these  Officials 
can  aquaint  themselves  daily  of  any  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  in 
our  district ; it  assists  them  in  knowing  why  such  children  are  from 
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School  and  at  the  same  time  they  assist  us  in  preventing  (when 
necessary)  other  members  of  the  same  family  from  attending  School. 
Occasionally  the  School  Board  Officials  acquaint  us  of  suspected 
cases  attending  School,  and  also  of  cases  absent  from  School,  but 
through  poverty,  cannot  afford  medical  aid,  and  through  not  knowing 
better,  do  not  comply  with  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act. 

The  bedding,  etc.,  of  eVery  infected  house  is  taken  in  a van  to 
the  Fever  Hospital,  where  it  is  thoroughly  disinfected  by  steam  and 
dried  by  heated  air  (in  the  Thresh  Disinfector) ; it  is  then  placed  in 
another  van,  kept  only  for  removing  disinfected  bedding,  etc.,  and 
returned.  Occasinally,  where  the  mattresses  and  bedding  are  too 
old  to  be  disinfected,  etc.,  they  are  burned  and  replaced. 

Disinfection  of  Houses. 

This  is  carried  out  after  the  removal  of  patients  to  Hospital, 
recovery  at  home,  and  after  death  from  Phthisis.  Sulphur  Cakes, 
Sulphur  Dioxide  in  tubes,  Spraying  with  Solutions,  Hydrary, 
Iodide  or  Perchloride  1-1,00 o,  or  with  Formalin,  Fuming  and 
Spraying.

The  above  statement  does  not  include  expenditure  in  respect  of 
Small  Pox  cases,  nor  of  the  Small  Pox  Hospital.  For  expenditure 
re  Small  Pox  see  my  special  Report  attached. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  that  the  Hospital  expenditure 
for  1905  is  ^72  19s.  id.  less  than  the  previous  year.  This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fewer  patients  removed  to  the  Hospital  during 
the  year.  During  the  year  53  patients  were  removed  to  the  Hospital, 
it  works  out  at  ^14  3s.  6d.  per  head,  as  compared  with  £7  ns. 
per  head  in  1904  and  £11  12s.  per  head  for  1903.  There  is  always 
a standing  upkeep  of  the  Hospital,  no  matter  whether  cases  are 
admitted  or  not ; hence  fewer  cases  admitted  the  greater  amounts 
per  head ; that  together  with  repairs  and  painting,  telephone, 
changing  of  staff,  etc.,  all  additional  items  for  the  year;  partly 
explains  the  difference  in  the  cost  per  patient. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  work  the 
Hospital  as  economically  as  possible,  consistent  with  efficiency. 

I still  urge  upon  my  Council  to  take  into  consideration  the 
necessity  of  having  a permanent  maji  at  the  Hospital  to  work  the 
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disinfector,  clean  up  generally,  work  garden,  clean  windows, 
paintings,  etc. 

The  Hospital  at  present,  is  well  staffed  and  provided  with  every 
necessity.  Matron  (Miss  Loveland),  a Sister,  two  Probationers, 
two  Domestic  Servants,  (a  Cook  and  Ward  Maid),  also  the  services 
of  a Washerwoman,  and  when  necessary  Special  Nurses. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  provided  a Telephone  and 
fitted  the  Hospital  with  Fire  Apparatus. 


PART  III. 

General  Sanitation. 

The  district  is  kept  in  a very  clean  and  sanitary  condition  by 
the  Council’s  Employees  under  the  District  Surveyor  (Mr.  Paterson), 
the  streets  and  lanes  are  well  swept,  gullies  cleaned  and  drains 
flushed  periodically.  Much  energy  and  money  is  spent  in  endeavour- 
ing to  keep  the  district  clean  and  in  a healthy  condition.  Indeed, 
taking  into  consideration  the  character  of  the  district,  it  compares 
very  favourably  with  others. 

In  my  Report  last  year  I carefully  pointed  out  the  necessity  of 
having  additional  help  in  the  Health  Department.  Much  needs  to 
be  done  in  certain  localities  and  back  lanes,  systematical  and 
periodical.  House  to  house  inspection  is  what  is  urgently  needed. 
Dirty  houses,  filthy  ash  closets,  etc.,  fowls  kept  in  yards,  should  not 
be  allowed  to  go  on.  There  no  doubt  are  certain  inhabitants  in  our 
district  who  need  to  be  carefully  watched  and  traced  from  house  to 
house,  since  they  are  always  moving  about,  to  see  that  they  keep 
their  homes,  yards,  etc.,  in  a proper  sanitary  condition.  Poverty 
and  drink  no  doubt  accounts  for  much,  but  periodical  visits  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  would  very  much  assist  them  in  trying  to  keep 
their  houses  and  appurtenances  as  they  ought  to  be. 
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Scavenging. 


The  Scavenging  of  the  district  has  been  done  very  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year,  taking  in  consideration  the  many  little 
difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  getting  the  refuse,  etc.,  to  sea.  The 
Council  have  not  yet  completed  the  tip  to  be  erected  on  the  land 
near  the  River. 


Ash  Pits  and  Ash  Closets. 

There  have  been  a few  Ash  Pits  converted  into  Ash  Closets 
during  the  year,  and  many  remain  to  be  converted.  However,  this 
work  continued  slowly  and  steadily  ; perhaps  a little  advise  from  the 
Council  to  the  Property  Owners  might  hasten  matters. 

New  Buildings. 

There  have  been  113  self-contained  and  tenement  houses  built 
in  the  district  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  72  for  1904. 

Colliery  Houses. 

In  my  Report  last  year  I gave  full  particulars  of  the  alterations 
required  to  render  the  houses  in  Waggonman’s  Row,  Store  Row, 
Soloman’s  Row,  Tarry  Row,  Square,  High  Lane  Row  West,  High 
Lane  Row  East,  and  Quality  Row,  fit  for  human  habitation. 
Throughout  the  year  this  work  has  been  steadily  pushed  forward  by 
the  Colliery  Company. 

On  November  10th',  together  with  the  District  Surveyor  (Mr. 
Paterson),  I visited  and  examined  the  houses,  and  reported  the 
progress  to  my  Council.  There  is  still  much  to  be  done  before  the 
houses  and  drains  complete  the  requirements  of  the  Council ; but 
since  the  work  of  rendering  the  houses  fit  for  habitation,  the  laying 
of  sewers  and  the  fixing  of  gullies,  continues  quietly.  I hope  in  a 
short  time  all  will  have  been  completed  and  the  houses  once  again 
occupied. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  Water  is  obtained  by  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields 
Water  Company  from  deep  wells  sunk  in  Magnesian  Limestone, 
and  is  supplied  with  sufficient  force  to  reach  the  highest  points  in 
our  district  from  the  Boldon  Reservoir.  It  is  very  hard,  plentiful, 
and  of  a very  good  quality. 

Cow  Sheds,  Dairies,  and  Milk  Shops. 

There  are  six  licensed  cow-keepers  and  19  milk  shops  in  and 
about  the  whole  district.  They  have  been  visited  periodically  and 
found  clean  and  satisfactory.  The  cow-sheds  being  washed  twice 
a year  as  required. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  by  the  Council  to  have  all  the 
slaughter  houses  in  the  district  registered.  Consequently  there  are 
13  slaughter  houses  at  present  registered.  There  are  13  slaughter 
houses  and  33  retail,  fresh  meat,  pork,  chilled  and  frozen  meat  shops 
in  the  district.  They  have  been  inspected  periodically  and  found 
satisfactory.  A public  slaughter  house  with  proper  bye-laws,  etc., 
is  what  the  district  requires. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  1 small  licensed  lodging  house  in  the  district.  It  is 
visited  periodically  and  found  in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition  and 
regularly  lime-washed.  It  would  certainly  be  a benefit  to  the 
district  to  have  more  of  them  properly  licensed ; it  would  greatly 
relieve  the  pressure  of  overcrowding — too  often  to  be  found  in 
certain  localities. 

Public  Bakehouses. 

There  are  only  2 bakehouses  in  our  district,  situated  in  the 
New  Town.  They  are  periodically  inspected  and  have  always  been 
found  clean  and  quite  satisfactory. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 


There  are  at  present  7 registered  workshops  in  the  whole 
district.  They  were  visited  periodically,  both  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  myself,  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition,  free  from  overcrowding,  etc.,  and  quite  equal  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops’  Regulations.

There  were  also  n persons  notified  from  Medical  Officers  of 
other  boroughs  and  districts.  In  every  instance  they  were  urged  to 
be  vaccinated  and  kept  under  observation  for  14  days.  None  of 
them  developed  the  disease. 

As  to  the  cause  of  this  disease  during  the  early  quarters  of  the 
year,  it  is  very  difficult  to  give  the  exact  source  of  infection  in  each 
case,  but  upon  investigation  I found  that  it  had  been  introduced 
either  by  the  inhabitants  visiting  their  friends  in  the  neighbouring 
districts  or  boroughs  where  Small  Pox  was  already  prevalent,  or  by 
workmen  living  in  the  district  coming  in  contact  whilst  working 
outside  the  district. 

The  usual  precautions  were  taken  as  in  the  previous  years ; the 
patient  was  removed  at  once  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital.  All 
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contacts  were  immediately  vaccinated,  and  either  quarantined  or 
kept  under  strict  observation  for  10-14  days.  The  bedding  and 
clothing  was  all  removed  to  the  Hospital  and  thoroughly  disinfected 
in  the  Thresh  Disinfector,  then  returned  after  cleaning  and  drying. 
The  homes  were  also  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaned  after 
removals  to  Hospital  or  quarantines.  The  disinfectants  used  were 
Sulphur  Cakes,  Sulphur  Dioxide  in  tubes,  Formalin  Gas  and  Spray. 

Periodically,  printed  bills  were  posted  throughout  the  district, 
warning  the  inhabitants  that  Small  Pox  was  prevalent ; urging 
cleanliness  and  vaccination.

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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Hebburn. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1905. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I have 
removed  68  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  have  made  394 
visits  to  houses  where  notified  cases  were  dealt  with  at  home ; and 
in  addition  to  that,  84  visits  to  houses  where  persons  were  isolated, 
they  having  been  in  contact  with  persons  suffering  from  Small  Pox. 

I have  supplied  a large  quantity  of  disinfectants  and  given 
printed  instructions  as  to  the  use  of  same.  I have  also  kept  the 
Education  Authority  Officers  informed  relative  to  children  living 
in  infected  houses. 

Ash  Pits  and  Dry  Ash  Closets. 

During  the  year  68  Ash  Pits  have  been  replaced  by  88  Ash 
Closets,  and  the  number  of  new  closets  added  during  the  same 
period  are  80,  showing  a steady  progress  in  new  houses  as  well  as 
an  improvement  in  the  older  class  of  properties.

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  and  night  soil  is  still  a source  of  trouble 
to  each  official  having  to  deal  with  it.  I hope  that  all  expedition 
will  be  used  in  getting  the  New  Quay  into  working  order,  as  both 
waggons  and  hopper  are  unreliable  owing  to  break-downs,  weather, 
and  many  other  unforseen  causes.  Lately  we  have  disposed  of  much 
of  it  to  the  farmers  in  the  district,  but  as  the  farms  are  near  to  either 
houses,  highways  or  footpaths,  it  will  be  seen  that  complaints  are 
frequent  and  often  with  good  reason. 

Bake  Houses. 

There  are  only  two  Bake  Houses  in  the  district  which  I visit 
from  time  to  time,  and  which  I have  always  found  clean  and  in  good 
order. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  13  Slaughter  Houses,  all  of  which  are  now  registered, 
and  connected  with  them  the  same  number  of  retail  shops.  There 
is  also  in  addition,  20  retail  shops  for  fresh  meat,  chilled  meat,  and 
pork,  all  of  which  I inspect  as  often  as  necessary,  both  as  to  the 
quality  of  the  meat  and  cleanliness  of  the  premises  thereon. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

Cowsheds. — There  are  6 Cowsheds  in  the  districts  from  which 
milk  is  supplied,  both  wholesale  and  retail.  These  I visit  as  often 
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as  possible,  and  any  instructions  which  I may  give  are  willingly 
attended  to. 

Dairies. — The  Dairies  I have  always  found  clean  and  well  kept 
(including  the  utensels  for  holding  the  milk). 

Milk  Shops. — The  Milk  Shops  in  the  district  are  visited  by 
me  as  often  as  convenient.  I have  had  to  complain  on  some 
occasions  of  milk  in  vessels  not  being  covered,  and  being  kept  too 
near  to  cans  containing  lamp  oil. 

Lodging  House- 

There  is  only  one  lodging  house  in  the  district,  which  I visit 
very  often.  I have  always  found  it  orderly  and  clean,  and  I have 
not  heard  any  complaint  about  it.
